‘The Chiuese Knocked Ont, 

Wasutneton, May 13.—The Court of 
Claims to-day dismissed the case of 
Kinkead and Gu sman against the 
United States, being a claim for the 
rent of property in Alaska. 
The Supreme Court to-day rendered 
an opinion in the case of Chae Chang 
Ping, appellant, vs. the Collector of 
the Port of San Francisco. This is the 
suit brought to test the constitutional- 
ity of the Scott Exclusion Act. 
Shortly after the Scott Exclusion Act 
went into effect, Chae Chang Ping re- 
turned to the United States from China 
and endeavored to secure entrance at 
the port of San Francisco. He left 
this city armed with a certificate en- 
titling him to return, but the certifi- 
cate was declared invalid by the Scott 
Act. The Collector refused him ad- 
mittance, and a suit was then brought 
in the United States Court for the 
District of California, to test the con- 
stitutionality of the Scott Act, in ac- 
cordance with the provision of which 
the Collector acted. The Californja 
Courts upheld the constitutionality of 
the act, and from this decision the 
case comes here on appeal. 

This court affirms this judgment. 
It holds that Congress has the power 
to abrogate a treaty, and in support of 
that view, cites the authorities of the 
courts on that subject, holding that 
the propriety of such action 
s not a matter for judicial 
cognizance, but that it is a matter for 
the political department. Congress, it 
savs, has the power to exclude aliens 
from the country whose presence is 
deemed inimical to our interests. 


The New Cruiser Charieston. 


neer Melville is of the opinion that the 
cruiser Charleston will succeed in 
making the necessary 7,000 horse- 
power in another trial. It appears the 
trouble is with the port engine, located 
in the crosshead guide ‘which has 


been the only faulty sheet shown in 
the trip down from San Francisco, 
when recourse was had to the device 
of placing a shim or thin wedge of 
metal between the tronblesome points, 
but this expedient will probably not 
be sufficient to meet the case. The 
trouble is not serious and can be rem- 
edied aboard the ship, if, indeed, it 
has not already been done. The fact 
that the boilers made steam so rapidly 
that they were blowing off during the 
trial is regarded by the engineers as a 
promising realization of the horse- 
power requirement when the defect in 
the port engine is corrected and the 
steam can all be used. Increased 
speed is looked for upon the next trial, 
because the coa! is being used up 
rapidly and the vessel is being ligh- 
tened. 


The Strike Spreading. 
Beriin, May 13.—The strike at 
Dortmund is spreading. The strikers 


are assembling at the pits and parad- 
ing the streets and menacing the em- 
ployes at the water works which supply 
the district. The pit workers at 
Margaretha have expressed a willing- 
ness to restime work on condition that 
they be protected from the strikers, 

A number of strikers at Castret at- 
tempted to make a riotous demonstra- 
tion, and were charged upon and dis- 
persed by the dragoons. There was 
random firing between the strikers and 
military at that place last night. 

At Luenen all the taverns had been 


closed. 

The Strike Committee of the Dort- 
mund miners have issned a manifesto 
in which they declare that the strikers 
will not resume work until all demands 
are conceded. 

The miners in Essen district have 
struck. This raises the total of the 
men who have quit to 90,000.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Matters of Local and General In- 
terest at the National Capital. 
Wasninaton, May 6, 1889. 

Eprror Gazette: With the advent 


[of warm weather Washington loses 


much of its air of activity. But few 
Senators and Congressmen remain in 
the city, and many whose homes are 
here are arranging to spend the Sum- 
mer months where they can enjoy cool 
breezes and freedom from anything 
that tends to “‘ make night hideous.”’ 
A very warm Summer is predicted, 
which, should. it prove so, means a 
harvest for proprietors of seaside and 
country resorts. 

Probably the most active class in 
Washington at the present time are 
the office-seekers.. Many of them 
show an indomitable persistency wor- 
thy of better results. Some leave an 
established business that yields a good 
sum yearly to come here to seek an 
office that pays less. No stone is left 
unturned in order to accomplish the 
desired end, and they palliate their 
efforts by making themselves believe 
that with the office is glory and honor. 
Well, sometimes there is; very fre- 
quently thereisnot. But little thought 
is given the many annoyances and in- 
conveniences suffered while in the em- 
ploy of the Government, and of one’s 
unsettled condition when his position 
is. wanted, or rather demanded, for 
another, which, in most cases, is in- 
evitable sooner or later. 

In the distribution of public offices, 
the Pacific Coast has fared poorly un- 
der the new administration. Oregon 
and California have received several 
special agencies in the Treasury and 
Interior Departinent, and other like 


oo | 2Ppointments, that pay annual salar- 


ies ranging from $1,300 to $2,400; but. 
no Presidential offices worthy of men- 
tion, except that of Mr. Swift’s, which, 
if 1 am informed correctly, was re- 
ceived without a unanimous request of 
the Con ional delegation from his 
State. Nevada has received nothing 
at all. The efforts of our delegation, 
I understand, are centered on an ap- 
pointment here. When it is made— 
whether in Nevada’s favor or not— 
three other applications, it is said, 
will receive due consideration. 
President Harrison is pursuing a 
course in the distribution of pablo 
patron highly unsatisfactory to 
many of the leaders of the Republican 
party. He is anything but cordial 
when receiving office-hunters. Self- 
contained and highly reserved he 
listens to them, but seldom, if ever, 
ives any satisfaction—not even to 
tors and Congressmen. He is 
accredited with placing a higher esti- 
mate on his own judgment of appli- 
cants for office who call on him than 
on the estimate of Senators and Con- 
men who have known the appli- 
cant intimately perhaps for years. Be 
this as it may, he certainly takes his 
time in making his appointments, for

the ones the President himself makes, 
announced in the two months from 
the 4th of March this year, does not 
exceed the number made by Mr.

sunlight, even in winter. Birds suffer and 
die from this cause. The best way is to 
give him his choice; put him in the sun and 
shade a part of his cage, so that he may do 
as he likes. You will notice that he often 
sits in the shade. 

Remember and take care about placing 
him in a draft, or too close to even a closed 
window, except on warm summer days. It 
is as great a mistake to put him where he 
will be subject to the dry, burning heat of a 
furnace or stove. Do not hang his cage too 
high nor too low, but let him breathe the 
pure air which you breathe yoursel f. 

From November till June wrap his cage 
nightly in a warm shawl or draw over it a 
thick flannel cover, and never place the 
cage on the floor, as Lsaw advised not long 
ago. 

Your birds need. variety as well as you, 
bird-store men and bird-book writers to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. Give him every 
day, beside his seed and fresh water, a bit 
of green food, lettuce, sorrel, chickweed, 
plantam (leaf or ends), or a slice of banana 
or appie, and fasten the delicacy so that it 
can not fal) tothe floor. A dainty bird will 
not touch itif itfalls. Also, now and then, 
perhaps three times a week, give him a snip 
or two of raw beef the size of a pin head, 
larger if he’s ‘a mocking bird. He may look
